Mapkip, November 1!.—In anticipation of 
the arrival of Senor Canovas de! Castillo from 
Seville, astrong force ef police and military 
was posted this morning along the streets 
through which the conservative leader was 
expected te pass on his way from the railway 
statfon {6 bis residence. Thousands of repub- 
licans collected at the station at an early bour, 
and the arrival of Senor Canovas was the sig- 
nai for a lostilc outburst. The mob sar- 
rounded lim and followed his carring@ hoot- 
ing and throwing stones. The windows of the 
carriage was smashed by tlying misseles. 

Senora Canovas, who accompanied her hus 
band, was struck by a stone, but was not se- 
riously injured. When the carriage reached 
the prado, gendarmes surrounded it in order to 
protect the occupants from violence. Similar 
scenes of disorderoceured outside of the rosi- 
dence of Senor Canovas, and finally, 
in order to escape from the mob, 
he drove to the house of his brother-in-law. 
the Marquis of. Solomayor. The crewd con- 
tinned the demonstration in front of the cen- 
servative club and the conservative journals. 
At the Epoca building the mob again became 
violent, and evéry window in the place was 
smashed. Threughout the disturbance there 
Was ho Collision between the people and the 
police, nor was there any fighting, ‘he agita- 
tion @bated at midday, but there was 
a renewal of the demonstration at <4 
o'clock this afternoon, and the conservative 
club was obliged to close doors.

bounds of Harris county there is an abundance 
of ore rich with iron and go!d. The fact has 
been long suspected, but not until recently has 
it been ascertained positively that these two 
valuable minerals exist here. 
About a mile north of this beautiful little 
village the Pine mountain ranges east and 
west. Thisisasmall range, but it appears 
that nnderneath its surface there lies a min- 


eral which, if properly worked, will make the 
mountain one of the most valuable 
spots in the state. Several months 
ago Mr. B. C. Kimbrough, who owns 


a large tract of land on the southern side of 
the Pine mountain, examined a specimen of 
the soil and became thoroughly convinced that 
it contained iron. He had a small quantity of 
the ore sent to a practical chemist who quickly 
discovered that it contained fifty per cent of 
iron. : 
There are other places on Mr. Kimbrough’s 
Jand and the Jand of others ou the mountain 
where the soil.is much mure impregnated with 
this ore and is richer by far than the specimen 
examined by the chemist. There 1s undoubt- 
edly much of this ore which will work seveuty- 
five per cent iron. 
Besides Mr. Kimbrough there are several 
others who have found the same nature Of soil 
on their land, notably Messrs. A. B. Brooks 
and Frank Davis. These gentlemen have 
gone to some trouble to prove the true nature 
of the soil. It has been found beyond 
doubt to contain muchiron. _ 
Perhaps the most startling discovery which

These two discoveries are but proofs of the 
correctness of old traditions which assert that 
there was at one time an almost unlim- 
ited supply of gold under the surface of the 
mountain. It has never been investigated 
thoroughly, buta test of the matter would 
doubtless bring out some very startling facts. 

Anyone who will take the trouble to ex- 
amine the nature of the soil can but come to 
the conclusion that there must be unlimited 
treasures of mineral matter hidden away in 
the mountains of Harris county, and it remains 
for some enterprising man to develop them. 
In order to do this there must be machinery 
erected and every preparation made to 
extract the inetal from the ore,

joining county to Harris and doubtless the 
game vein extends to Harris. Indeed, from 
specimens which have been examined, there 
is every reason to believe that the vein Is even 
richer ip this county.

The New York Financial Chronicle saya 
that in spite of deterrent forces still exist- 
ing-—the bagging controversy and the yel- 
low fever—the forwarding of the staple 
during October has been of large propor- 
tions, the amount coming into sight from 
all sources being not much behind the very 
full figures of a year ago, and largely ex- 
ceeding the result in October of either 1886 
or 1885. 

In fact, the gross overland the past month 
shows only a small decrease from October 
of last season, being 201,925 bales, against 
205,214 bales and 150,131 bales respectively 
in the two previous years, while for the two 
months the loss from last year now reaches 
$4,929 bales, and the gain in comparison 
with 1886 is 43,210 bales. 

The net for the month does not make so 
favorable a contrast with 1887 as the gross 
exhibits, but is nevertheless quite satisfac- 
tory in volume, reaching 153,373 bales and 
falling only 12,120 bales behind the excep- 
tional total of a year ago. For the season 
to date the decrease from last year is stil] 
42,490 bales, and the gain over 1886 is 15.- 
879 bales. | 

The receipts at the ports during the 
month have failed to reach the large aggre- 
gate recorded in October of 1887, but ex- 
hibit a gain of nearly one hundred thousand 
bales compared with 1886. The month’s 
result has been 1,133,016 bales this year, 
against 1,215,404 bales last year and 1,034,- 
450 bales two years ago. Consequently the 
decline from 1887 for the portion of the 
season Which has already elapsed is 403,147 
bales, while the excess over 1886 is 71,380 
bales. 

Foreign exports have not been as free as 
in the month of last year, although ex- 

ceeding slightly the total for October of 
1886, and the season’s total now shows a 
loss from the corresponding period a year 
ago of 281,439 bales. Contrasted with 
1886, however, there is an increase of 27,- 
632 bales. 

The Chronicle, in its weekly review, says 
that for the week ending last Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 272,091 bales, 
against 279,556 bales last week, 270.707 
bales the previous week and 263.263 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
‘since the Ist of September, 1888, 1,829,740 
bales, against 2,340,345 bales for the same 
period of IS87, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1888, of 510,605 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 643,523 bales: the 
decrease, as Compared with 1886, is 63,770 
bales, and the decrease from 1885 is 62,204 
bales. The exports for the week reach a 
total of 171,27) bales, of which 128,124 
were to Great Britain, 11,348 to France, 
$1,808 to the rest of the continent, 


The imports into continental ports have 


been 40,000 bales. There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight tonight of 684,404 bales, | 
as compared with the same date of 1887: a | 
decrease of 390,624 bales, as compared with | 
the corresponding date of 1886, and a de- | 
¢rease of 316,564 bales, as compared with | 
1885. | 
The old Interior’ stocks have increased 
during the week 21,862 bales, and are 91,602 | 
bales less than at the same period last year.

The total receipts from the plantations |

Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
272.091 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was 203,328 bales, the balance 
going to increase the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 346,661 
bales, and for 1886 they were 311,563 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery has been fairly 
active for the week under review, with 
prices showing an upwardtendency. There 
were early in the week no very active influ- 
ences at work, but the movement of the 
crop continued to show a reduction from 
last year, and it wasclaimed that if a change 
in this respect does not soon take place, re- 
duced crop estimates will soon gain cre- 
dence. These, in conjunction with a 
smaller visible supply, could hardly fail, it 
was thought, to favor higher prices. Still 
there was not much animation to the deal- 
ings, and with each advance there was free 
selling to realize. 

The absence of a “‘short interest’’ in the 
market is still conspicuous. ‘Thursday the 
increased exports of cotton goods from 
Great Britain and bad weather at the south, 
with lower temperature in Texas, caused a 
further advance. Friday there wasa buoyant 
opening, but reports that the ‘‘norther’’ in 
Texas did not bring frost caused in the later 
dealings a sharp decline under sales to 
realize. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic reports indi- 
cate that in some sections of the south rain 
has interfered with the gathering of the 
crop, but that elsewhere picking has made 
good headway. Killing frost was reported 
Friday at San Antonio, Texas.

Russia’s Road to India. 

It is possible that Russia will not try to 
enter India through the Afghan country. 

The Afghan passes would be difficult to 
pierce if stoutly defended by a small army, 
and there is no reason to doubt the willing- 
ness of ‘the Afghans toaid England ina 
struggle with Russia. 

But how about Beloochistan? Expe- 
rienced military men believe that through 
this region, the way Alexander went, the 
Russians will one day pour their hosts into 
India. 

When this is said, however, it does not 
follow that the invaders would carry every- 
thing before them after marching into Eng- 
land’s eastern empire. ‘The Indians, 250,- 
000,060 of them, may not be altogether in 
sympathy with the British, but they are in 
no hurry to exchange one conqueror for 
another. The chances are that they would 
side with England. 

Russia is without credit, and overwhelm- 
ingly in debt, while England is rich. When 
tlle war comes England will sweep*the seas. 
The Indians, Turks and Circassians will 
fight on her side. The Poles will rise, and 

Russia, Without anally, will have to rely 
upon herself. 

With such unequal odds against her, will 
the great empire of the north engage In the 
conflict? She must—she is forced to go 
forward and conquer, or go to pieces. Sur- 
rounded by foes, and with the nihilists at 
work in every district, the only way to quiet 
internal dissensions and make herself feared 
abroad isto draw the sword and carve a 
passage into the very heart of India, 

The eastern problem has not been much 
discussed of late. There is a reason for it. 
In Russia the whole power of the govern- 
ment has been exerted to suppress every 
item of news bearing upon the question. 
This means that preparations for the death 
grapple between the two greatest powers of 
the age are progressing in earnest. The 
actual outbreak of hostilities may not occur 
this year, or next year, but the evil day 
cannot long be postponed.

RECENT TESTS, says the Baltimore Ameri- 
can, may give an impetus to the growth and 
sale of tobaccu in spite of the burdensome tax 
now exacted by the government. During the 
progress of the fever epidemic at Jacksonville, 
it has been noticed that heavy smokers enjoy 
conspicuous immunity from the disease. Few 
of them comparatively are attacked by it, and 
a majority of those who are have it only in a 
mild form, not very dangerous to health or 
life. This has led Dr. Tassinari, of Pisa Uni- 
versity, to make some experiments, the results 
of which haye been published in the Lancet of 
October 13. , 

Different kinds of bacilli or micro-organism 
were subjected to the fumes of the tobacco, the 
results varying with the kinds of tobacco and 
the microbes subjected to the experiments. In 
every instance there was marked delay in de- 
velopment, and, in some, it was arrested all 
together. Of course, such experiments pre- 
suppose that there is a genuine microbe which 
causes yellow fever and other epidemics—a 
fact which appears to be conceded now by ad- 
vanced scientists; and, in weighing the value 
of Professor Tassinari’s discoveries, allowance 
must be made for the direct action of such a 
volume of tobacco smoke on these germs 
much greater, in all probability, than that to 
which they would be subjected by an occasion- 
al puff from a smoker’s lips.

ality, lead all the rest. To this man alone the 


that the whole matter rests upon him, that he 
alone, in the lawyer’s eye, possesses qualitics 
superior to his fellow jurors. This distinction, 
to a large extent, has the effect of creating a 
friendship between the lawyer and juror, and 
ultimately erds in the lawyer’s favor—when 
the jury shal! have retired for consultation. 

“A jury lawyer must be a man of large gen- 
eral information. He must know history, 
science, and literature, light and heavy. He 
must keep in step with the times in every- 
thing. He must always be fertile with illus- 
tration, humor, pathos, incident. Anything 
that will interest his jurors and give them to 
believe that he isa man of broad knowledge. 
A wise man. In truth, a philosopher. 

“The jury want little of law, because thev 
know nothing of precedent. Show them in 
plain but attractive language the common 
sense side of the story, and dwell on unimpor- 
tant parts; talk about the juror’s business ; tell 
him his responsibility ; make him think he is 
put there because of his wisdom; talk to him 
about the benevolence of generosity; give 
humanity a large heart; work on his sym- 
pathies. 

‘‘But there is a very essential part of a case 
in the impaneling of a jury. 

“Thus, if you have a case where your client 
has been wronged—get as many old men on 
the panel as possible. Old men have passed 
through suffering. They know what it is to 
be oppressed. They have families of their 
own, and they will side with the weak as 
against the strong. Your client is oppressed— 
you gain a verdict. | 

“Tf you have a case of crime—get young men 
on the jury and men from the laboring classes. 
The aristocracy believe that there is now 
enough law, and they demand the fullest pen- 
alties, The mechanic and laborer of the lower 
class, feeling the oppression of his people, 
thinks there is toomuch law and _ his sympa- 
thies are with the criminal. In murder cases 
you can startle a juror by telling him of the 
possible damnation he will receive in the next 
world for hangiug an innocent man. Hewill 
not give a verdict for death.

On his way down from the 
Palace wliere he reported himself in answer to 
he question, Whence comest thou? the first 
range Of mischief he may be expected to take 
the air. it was not a witticism or a slip of 
the pen when Paul ip his letter to the Eple- 
Slais called Satan the ‘prince of the power of 
the air.” | think it means that Satan works 
through conditions of the atmosphere. The 
West wind is full of angels, the east wind is 
full of devils. Satan spreads abroad his black 
Wings and hurricanes and euroclydons and 


Caribbean whirlwinds and equinoctials are 
batched out. He takes the miasmas that 
floatup from swamps and hitches them 
into typhoid fevers. He takes the cold blasts 
and hatches them into pneumonias and 
rheamatisms and consumptions.

JOHN RUTHERFORD, THE ESCAPED 
CONVICT, CAPTURED.

He Fights the Officers Who Arrest Him— 
More Than a Dozen Shots Fired in the 


Engagement. 
Sergeant White and Officer Wootten, of the 
mounted police, had a desperate and bloody 
pattle with John Rutherford, the ‘notorious 
burglar, sneak thiefand escaped convict, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Both officers were hurt. 

The fight resulted in the capture of Ruther- 
ford and his return to the county jail, where 
he will remain until taken back to the 
chain gang,where he has fifteen years to serve. 

‘Something over two years age Rutherford was 
a free citizen of Atianta and was thought to be 
one of the steadiest and most honorable negroes 
in the town. 

But as it turned ont he was one of the most 
daring and desperate negroes in the state. 

Mr. Charles Sindall, secretary to 
the Southern Railway and  Steam- 
ship association,resided on Walton street at the 
corner of Cone. His residence had been 
burglarized two or three times and quite a 

sum of money had been taken from his sleep- 
ing room. The turglars were extremely bold 
in their work and managed toget away with- 
out leaving any cloue. One nightfabout two 
yoars ago or less, another Jattempt was made 
to enter Mr. Sindall’s residence, but the bur- 
giar was frightened away by some one passing. 
The next morning Mr. Sindall called at police 
headquarters and related to Chief Conno)ly 
what had transpired. 

“And now,” said the gentleman, 
eonclusion, ae | believe that bur- 
giar will come back tonight § and 
I would like to get an officer or two to watch 
for him.”’ 

Chief Connolly placed the matter with 
Patrolmen Steerman and John Abbott. The 
two officers went to Mr. Sindall’s residence 
early in the evening and secluded themselves 
in the parlor. The lights were turned out and 
the officers sat near the window so as 
to see all who passed. About one 
o’clock a negro man appeared upon the corner 
of the two streets and, aiter looking carefully 
around, walked up to the street lamp. As the 
rays from the gas jet fell upon the man Mr. 
Gindall said: 7 

“That negro was the one who tried to get in 
here last night. He answers the description 
acéurately. ’ ; 

The ofticers remained perfectly quiet. The 
negro stood under the lamp a minuge glancing 
about him. Then he lifted his hand and 
turned off the light. In a few seconds the 

ofticers,thoroughly on the alert, heard the yard 
gate open. Then through the blind one of 
them saw the negro stoop down and remove 
his shoes. These he placed upon the piazza 
and then cautiously he apeliached the 

parlor window — the same one 
= was trying to open when driven away the 
night before. With great care he turned the 
s!ates, and, shoving his hands through, moved 
the fastening. Slowly and carefully he opened 
the shuiter, and with as much care raised the 
window. 

All this time Abbott and Steerman were 
watching him, hardly daring to breathe for 
fear of making their presence known. 

The burglar finally stepped into the parlor 


in 


and noiselessly closed the blind behind him. 
He was thoroughly familiar with the con- 
struction of the house and quickly started 
across the parlor toward Mr. Sindall’s bed- 
room, Just as he stood in the door the ofti- 
cers opened fire upon him. The reports took 
the negro wholly by surprise, but he wheeled 
and dashed through the window, with the 
officers close behind him. He made for 
Marietta street and was not captured until he 
had reached the postoftice building. 

gr it was ascertained that he had been 
shot. 

The prisoner was conducted to police head- 
quarters and Dr. Van Goldtsnovan, the prison 
physician, sent for. The doctor found that the 
negro had been shot through the hips, 
and pronounced the wound a _  danger- 
ous one. On the next day he was removed to 
the county jail. 

Rutherfora’s arrest, under the circumstances, 
created quite asensation among the colored 
peas and among his white friends. 

He had always been considered honest. 

In jail Rutherford expressed great regret at 
what he had done and apparently suffered a good 
deal. He was given the best possible treatment 
but did not seem to improve any. He could not 
walk and was not kept in close confinement. 

One morning when the jail was opened 
Ratherford was gone. Then there was a 
search for him, but he could not be found. 
Finally he was discovered on an East Tennes- 
see train between Atlanta and Macon 
by a conductor and turned over 

the officers at Stockbridge. ‘Chief 
Connolly went down the next day and found 
half the men in the town guarding the negro 
in a small house. He was brought back to 
Atlanta and placed in jail. A liberal supply 
of chaindwas given him, but this did not pre- 
vent him from making a second attempt to 
escape. 

Kutherford’s triai came on and he was tried 
and given fifteen years. 

Soon after he was sent to the gang he and 
two other convicts shot a guard and got away. 


He was recaptured and returned to the gang, 
but in July last made an escape again. Since 
then he has been in Chattanooga, Birming- 
ham, New Orleans and Macon.
